When ask ed ab o u t his u se o f

Sn y der 
said, “I certain ly do n ’t thin k 
there’s an y thin g in co rrect 
ab o u t it. As a matter o f fact it 
alerts p eo p le to the fact that 
there are co n gressmen in ter­ 
ested in the p reserv atio n o f 
their rights.” 
Sn y der also said that he had 
p ermissio n to u se the retu rn 
address fro m Rep . William M. 
Ketchu m, R-Calif. Ho wev er, 
Ketchu m, who is listed as o n e 
o f 11 co n gressio n al adv isers to 
the gro u p , den ies that he gav e 


Sn y der p ermissio n to u se the 
retu rn address. 
“It smack s o f misrep resen t­ 
atio n an d I do n ’t lik e that,” 
Ketchu m said, addin g that he 
was go in g to co n tact Sn y der 
an d deman d that the en v elo p e’s 
retu rn address b e chan ged. 
The co n gressio n al retu rn ad­ 
dress “lo o k s so stu p id,” Ket­ 
chu m said. 
Sn y der also claimed that the 
en v elo p es were fu rn ished b y 
o n e o f Ketchu m’s aides, an as­ 
sertio n that the co n gressman 
den ied. 
“As far as the en v elo p es are 
co n cern ed, we did n o t giv e him 
p ermissio n to do that. We were 


n ev er ask ed an d n o b o dy in my 
o ffice deliv ered them,” Ket­ 
chu m said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
iden t Fo rd co n ferred with Re­ 
p u b lican co n gressio n al leaders 
o n en ergy an d the eco n o my to ­ 
day , an d o n e GOP sp o k esman 
said afterward it is certain ly 
p o ssib le that Fo rd will defer 
the seco n d an d third do llars o f 
his o il imp o rt tariff. 
Fo rd schedu led a 4 p .m. EDT 
an n o u n cemen t o n his resp o n se 
to a Demo cratic p ro p o sal that 
he defer the higher tariffs while 
co mp ro mise talk s are u n der­ 
way to shap e an en ergy p ro ­ 
gram. 
White Ho u se sp o k esmen in ­ 
sisted after the Rep u b lican 
leadership meetin g that Fo rd 
had n o t reached a decisio n . Bu t 
Sen ate GOP leader Hu gh Sco tt 
said co n cern in g the tariff defer­ 
ral: “It is certain ly p o ssib le, 
giv en a sp irit o f co mp ro mise, 
that so methin g may hap p en 
there. 
Mean while, Treasu ry Secre­ 
tary William E. Simo n an d fed­ 
eral en ergy 
adm in istrato r 
Fran k G. Zarb to ld the Ho u se 
Way s an d Mean s Co mmittee 
that Fo rd’s en ergy p ro p o sals 
were p referab le to a p lan made

Simo n said Fo rd’s p ro p o sed

10 cen ts a gallo n . Simo n added: 
“Mo st p eo p le will get it all 
b ack . 
Un der Fo rd’s p lan , the in ­ 
crease in p rice o f o il cau sed 
b y the higher tariffs wo u ld b e 
o ffset b y p erso n al an d b u sin ess 
tax decreases. 
Simo n said 4 5 -cen ts-a-gallo n 
in crease

wo u ld p u sh the Co n su mer Price 
In dex u p b y ab o u t 3 p er cen t. 
He co n trasted that to an in ­ 
crease o f 2 p er cen t estimated 
to b e the effect o f Fo rd’s p ro ­ 
p o sal. 
The p lan made p u b lic b y 
Chairman A1 Ullman an d o ther 
Demo crats o n the Way s an d 
Mean s Co mmittee o v er the 
week en d calls fo r a 4 0-cen t in ­ 
crease in gaso lin e tax es, which 
wo u ld p u sh the to tal tax o n a 
gallo n o f gaso lin e to 44 cen ts. 
After the GOP leadership 
meetin g at the White Ho u se, 
Sco tt said Fo rd didn ’t div u lge 
an y decisio n o n deferrin g his 
tariff in creases. 
“He called u s in to get o u r 
adv ice o n what he might do , 
n o t to tell u s what was go in g to 
hap p en ,” Sco tt said. 
He an d Ho u se Rep u b lican 
Leader Jo hn Rho des o f Arizo n a 
criticized an en ergy p lan p ro ­ 
p o sed last week b y the Co n ­ 
gress’ Demo cratic leadership , 
b u t had p raise fo r the Ullman 
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p lan .

The p ro p o sed to tal b u dget fo r 
higher edu catio n , in clu din g $185 
millio n in n ew cap ital ap p ro ­ 
p riatio n s, wo u ld ex ceed $1 b il­ 
lio n fo r the first time in the 


state. 
The to tal wo u ld co me to 
$1.137 b illio n fo r fiscal 197 6, 
co mp ared $905 millio n fo r the 
cu rren t fiscal y ear. 
At a n ews co n feren ce, Walk er 
said the p ro p o sed in creases will 
en ab le co lleges an d u n iv ersities 
to gran t salary in creases av er­ 
agin g 10 p er cen t. The p ay in ­ 
creases sho u ld ap p ly to n o n ­ 
teachin g emp lo y es as well as 
facu lty memb er, Walk er said. 
Walk er accep ted all reco m­

In stead o f the $11.5 millio n in ­ 
crease fo r the p en sio n sy stem, 
Walk er reco mmen ded a $5.5 
millio n in cresase.

Hie go v ern o r to ld n ewsmen 
at a b riefin g that he will ask 
the Gen eral Assemb ly to ap p ro ­ 
p riate $1.69 b illio n fo r state aid 
to elemen tary an d seco n dary 
edu catio n . He also said he is 
ask in g the legislatu re to ap p ro ­ 
p riate an additio n al $4 0 millio n 
in state aid fo r the cu rren t fis­ 
cal y ear, which wo u ld b rin g the 
1975 to tal to $1.4 7 b illio n . 
The go v ern o r said the re­

Mo re than a millio n pupils were 
shut o ut o f 89 4 public scho o ls in an il­ 
legal teachers’ strike and the unio n 
leaders in an illegal transit strike 
had the nerv e to claim that the city 
was try ing to break the unio n—a 
false charge, o f co urse. 
Well, if the cho ice must be made 
it wo uld hav e been much better to 
wreck the unio n than to wreck the 
city . 
Co mpo unding all this is the wel­ 
fare racket. Thanks to New Yo rk 
City , New Yo rk State, with abo ut 10 
per cent o f the natio n’s po pulatio n, 
has 15 per cent o f America’s to tal 
welfare pay ments. 
Mo re than 1.2 millio n peo ple are 
drawing relief checks in the city ; 
o ne fo r ev ery sev en residents and 
so me fo r the seco nd and third gener­ 
atio n. At least 280,000 peo ple who 
wo rk in New Yo rk City wo uld get 
mo re if they did no t wo rk and went 
o n relief. 
As o ne result, New Yo rkers carry 
an av erage per capita tax lo ad o f 
aro und $6 00 a y ear, the highest indi­ 
v idual tax lo ad in the United States, 
plus an eight per cent sales tax o n 
ev ery thing they buy in the city . 
Naturally , mo re and mo re co rpo ­ 
ratio ns are fleeing New Yo rk City . 
Scaring the day lights o ut o f business 
is a do ubtful way to get the emplo y ­ 
ment, pro ductio n, pro fits and wages 
o n which tax es depend. 
Like preceding May o r J o hn V. 
Lindsay , the Whiz Kid who was, 
May o r Beame pra ctica lly co m ­ 
mutes to Washingto n to get mo re 
and mo re “ federal funds.” Yet, 
these are merely po litical mumbo 
jumbo . 
There is no such thing as “ federal 
funds.” Public mo ney at any lev el o f 
go v ernment must co me fro m y o u 
and me—the struggling tax pay er. 
Po liticians do no t pick it o ff trees. 
They pick it o ut o f o ur po ckets. 
The mumbo jumbo “ federal 
funds” just co nv eniently buries the 
fact that they are the tax pay ers’ 
mo ney , pure and simple, regardless 
o f where we liv e. 
Ev ery nickel that go es fro m 
Washingto n to New Yo rk City , o r 
any where, co mes right smack o ut o f 
o ur hides.

ADDIS ABABA (LENS)— Last 
week as a delegatio n o f wo uld-be 
mediato rs fro m Sudan tried to get 
go v ernment and guerrillas to agree 
to talk. 
The Eritrean rebels are said to 
hav e been stiffened in their demand 
fo r independence by the army ’s 
sho o ting and lo o ting in Asmara and 
by renewed bo mbing raids o n the 
pro v incial capital. 
The ruling military co uncil, fo r 
its part, is repo rted to be reluctant to 
accept a ceasefire until go v ernment 
fo rces impro v e their embattled po si­ 
tio n in Eritrea where the rebels are 
effectiv ely in co ntro l ex cept fo r the 
capital, the po rts and army garri­ 
so ns. 
The Eritreans pro v ed their ca­ 
pacity fo r disrupting the go v ern­ 
ment’s supply sy stem when they 
blew up a bridge o n the main ro ad 
between Addis Ababa and Asmara 
and repeatedly ambushed a v ital 
go v ernment relief co nv o y . 
The ro ad when reo pened, was 
so o n flo o ded with refugees leav ing 
Asmara o n fo o t to find shelter in 
neighbo ring v illages—but there is 
fighting in the v illages, to o . 
Befo re the guerrillas launched 
their attacks three weeks ago , the 
Eritrean Liberatio n Fro nt was hav ­ 
ing its o wn lo gistical difficulties in 
feeding and arming the dro v es o f 
y o ung students who were jo ining its 
fo rces in the hills aro und Asmara. 
But after the o ffensiv e began, this 
flo w o f untrained ado lescents ceased 
and the mo re pro fessio nal Eritrean 
deserters fro m the army , po lice and 
air fo rce came into their o wn. 
So phisticated tacticians, such as 
Asmara’s fo rmer chief o f po lice, 
General Go ito m, drew the army ’s 
seco nd div isio n o ut o f the capital into 
the hills, enabling the guerrillas to 
get into the city to cut o ff po wer and 
water supplies. 
When the so ldiers realized the ex ­ 
tent o f the damage inflicted by the 
rebels they began their rampage. 
This alienated Eritrean lo y alists and 
nearly caused a rev o lt o f po lice co m­ 
mando s in the city , many o f who m 
retain stro ng ties to their fo rmer 
cmet and may be preparing to jo in 
him. 
The Ethio pian army is no w pain­ 
fully stretched. So me 20,000 so ldiers 
and paramilitary po lice—o ne-third 
o f the co untry ’s armed fo rces—are 
said to be deplo y ed in Eritrea. With 
ano therthiratieddo wn guarding the 
bo rder with So malia, the army is 
hard put to deal with the rash o f sep­ 
aratist and o ther dissident mo v e­ 
ments which hav e been dev elo ping 
in sev eral pro v inces during the past 
few mo nths. 
Fiv e bands o f dissidents are re­ 
po rted to be ro aming the co untry ­ 
side to the no rth o f the capital; o ne 
o f these bands recently ambushed 
and killed fo ur students who were 
participating in the go v ernment’s 
rural refo rm mo v ement.

WASHINGTON (N E A )- Like so 
many abused children Co ngressmen 
incessantly co mplain they hav e no 
way o f checking the President’s 
mammo th budgets. 
They cry ex cessiv ely o v er de­ 
fense, fo reign aid, space and ato mic 
energy , health, educatio n and wel­ 
fare. 
I can sy mpathize with a fresh­ 
man Senato r o r Representativ e. 
There’s no ex cuse fo r any o ne with 
two y ears’ serv ice, ho wev er. 
The budget is no t snapped in Co n­ 
gressio nal faces o v ernight. The law­ 
makers to y with the figures fo r eight 
mo nths, which is why the budget 
y ear is being shifted fro m J uly 1 to 
Oct. 1. Ev ery item go es thro ugh two 
co mmittees. Ev ery member has ac­ 
cess to a co py o f the full budget fo r 
tho se eight mo nths. So do es ev ery 
news o ffice in to wn, fo r free and ev ­ 
ery citizen who wishes to buy a co py 
Co ngress has access to three re­ 
search staffs, its o wn and tho se o f 
the General Acco unting Office and 
the Library o f Co ngress. If these are 
inefficient o r to o small the Senate 
and Ho use hav e the po wer to ex pand 
them to any lev el they cho o se. Co n­ 
gress has been mo re interested in 
raising its o wn pay . 
Co ngressmen further co uld im­ 
pro v e the staff wo rk o f their o wn 
co mmittees by eliminating po litical 
fav o ritism. 
Each member o f Co ngress can 
inquire o f any go v ernment depart­ 
ment—Defense, State, Interio r o r 
whatev er—any time during the y ear 
and demand answers to any budget 
questio ns. He can do this repeatedly . 
He has access to a number o f re­ 
search institutio ns, such as Bro o k­ 
ings, each with its o wn slant, and get 
analy ses o f majo r budget items. 
These academic and semi-academic 
gro ups range fro m the far liberal to 
far co nserv ativ e. 
There are, in additio n, a v ast 
pano ply o f special-interest gro ups,

To to p it all, the budget is no t that 
difficult fo r any Senato r o r Repre­ 
sentativ e who has been aro und 
awhile. Tho ugh distressingly large, 
$3 5 0 billio n fo r fiscal 19 76 , so me 9 0 to 
9 5 per cent o f the mo ney go es fo r o ld 
pro grams, usually o nly slightly 
mo dified fo r inflatio n. Thus if a Co n­ 
gressman has o nce go tten a handle 
o n the budget, o r the part which in­ 
terests him, he no rmally must dig 
o nly in the changes in o rder to un­ 
derstand what is go ing o n. He will 
no t hav e to search fo r “ secrets” ; fo r 
he will be giv en tips aplenty by pro ­ 
po nents and o ppo nents o f the new 
pro grams. 
Remember, to o , that Co ngress­ 
men, by cho ice and by appo intment, 
div ide up the wo rk. No man by him­ 
self must study the who le o f the 
budget. He can call o n co lleagues in 
who m he has faith to fill him in o n 
tho se areas which hav e no t been his 
prime co ncern. 
The av erage Senato r and Repre­ 
sentativ e is no t interested. He wants 
o nly to find a few cho ice matters he 
can attack, o r suppo rt—o nes that 
will win him v o tes with his co nstitu­ 
ents o r his backers He ex cuses his 
igno rance with a smo ke screen. If 
he’s o ppo sed to fo reign aid, but to o 
lazy to get a few answers, he can at­ 
tack “ the striped pants bo y s.” If ea­ 
ger to issue a press release against 
big military spending, he can attack 
the “ budget manipulatio ns o f the 
generals and admirals.” 
As these facts make clear, the 
po wer to find o ut the facts lies in 
Co ngress If the members v o te in ig­ 
no rance, they need lo o k no further 
than their no ses 


sho rt fight. When the red fell o v er,

M a o a tta c k s 
c a pita lis ts ' 
LONDON (LENS)—With the dust 
hardly settled after the mo derates’ 
success at last mo nth’s Natio nal 
Peo ple’s Co ngress, China is gearing 
up fo r what lo o ks like y et ano ther 
radical campaign. 
The battle cry fo r the new driv e is 
a “ recent instructio n” fro m Mao 
Tse-tung, the first new utterance 
fo rmally attributed to the chairman 
fo r sev eral y ears. It is ev ery bit as 
delphic as mo st o f his prev io us in­ 
structio ns and the three press arti­ 
cles that “ ex plained” it recently left 
a wide margin o f ambiguity . 
But what they all seem to indi­ 
cate is ano ther driv e to destro y 
“ remnants o f capitalism.” 
Mao himself has been o bsessed 
with the po ssibility o f a rev ersio n to 
bo urgeo is v alues, and the emerg­ 
ence o f a Djilas-sty le “ new cla ss” in 
China, ev er since he first identified 
the Russians as marching o ff to re­ 
v isio nist perditio n 15 y ears ago . The 
co ngress may well hav e rev iv ed 
these wo rries; in fact, the instruc­ 
tio ns co uld be so me o f the chair­ 
man’s marginal no tes o n the new 
state co nstitutio n which the co n­ 
gress appro v ed while he kept his dis­ 
tance in Changsha. 
They do no t attach the co nstitu­ 
tio n as such but seem intended to re­ 
mind Mao ’s co lleagues that the 
“ bo urgeo is rights” enshrined in that 
do cument—like the right o f peasants 
to farm priv ate plo ts and the sy stem 
o f pay ing wo rkers acco rding to their 
wo rk, o n a co mplex grading sy stem, 
rather than acco rding to need—are 
merely tempo rary ex pedients and 
sho uld be restricted as so o n as po ssi­ 
ble. 
Priv ate plo ts and material incen­ 
tiv es in general hav e alway s been a 
po litical baro meter in China. So it 
seems v ery likely that this latest 
campaign is backed by China’s mo re 
radical leaders who feel they did no t 
get much o f a sho w at the co ngress. 
The articles intro ducing the new 
anti-capitalist theme suggest that a 
mo derating brake is also being ap­ 
plied: Red Flag stresses the need 
fo r gradualism and insists that the 
“ spo ntaneo us fo rces o f capitalism” 
canno t be o v erco me “ at a stro ke.” 
But repo rts fro m the pro v inces indi­ 
cate that lo cal leaders hav e already 
taken the radical hint. 
An Anhwei meeting two weeks 
ago called fo r actio n against ene­ 
mies who are undermining so cialist 
enterprises. A co unty party co mmit­ 
tee in Hupeh co mplained abo ut 
peasants who are abando ning agri­ 
culture fo r co mmerce and o thers 
who are ex panding priv ate plo ts. 
And a pro v incial secretary in the 
same pro v ince cited “ new bo urgeo is 
elements” who hav e been co lluding 
with traditio nal baddies like land­ 
lo rds to co rrupt cadres and engage 
in theft, speculatio n and embezzle­ 
ment. 
Cho u En-lai and his mo derate al­ 
lies sho uld hav e no tro uble swallo w­ 
ing a campaign against such o b­ 
v io us—and familiar—illegalities as 
these. 
But Chinese mass campaigns 
hav e a way o f getting o ut o f hand, 
and last week’s articles implied that 
o ne way this o ne co uld turn wo uld be 
a purge o f party and state bureauc­ 
racies. This wo uld be a blo w to the 
mo derates just when they hav e 
managed to reco nstruct the state 
apparatus nine y ears after the last 
destructiv e campaign. 
Whether the current rumblings 
will go that far will depend largely 
o n the mo o d and po wer o f that wily 
o ld instructio n writer in Changsha.

DeKALB— “ We may find 
new brain drain,” predicts a 
Northern Illinois University so­ 
ciologist who is among the van­ 
guard of Americans hired to 
help create “ a social paradise” 
in the oil-rich Middle East. 
“The Arabs are thirsty for 
technology and science,” says 
NIU’s Dr. Abdo Elkholy. 
Elkholy is in the unusual po­ 
sition of being able to view the 
Middle East both as a native of 
Cairo, Egypt, and as an Ameri­ 
can citizen who has spent most 
of the past 20 years in the Unit­ 
ed States. He views his role as a 
sociologist as “ a bridge be­ 
tween the two cultures” which 
benefits both the Arab and 
Western worlds. 
Soon, he will move to Libya, 
where the national government 
has hired him to head one of 
nine research centers of the 
planned multi-million dollar In­ 
stitute for Arab Development in 
Tripoli, the Libyan capital. 
liie institute and numerous 
other ambitious plans he dis­ 
cussed with Arab educators and 
government officials on a re­ 
cent Mideast trip are among 
the reasons he is convinced that 
another war is not very likely 
with Israel, at least not pro­ 
voked by the Arabs. Most Ar­ 
abs, in his view, are much more 
interested in bringing their na­ 
tions into the 20th century and 
preparing for the 21st. 
TTie institute, being built by 
Libya’s ruling Revolutionary 
Council and President Muam- 
mar el-Qaddafi, is planned as 
the core of a 1,000-acre “ scien­ 
tists’ city” to spur development 
throughout the entire Mideast 
although the results of its scien­ 
tific research would be shared 
with the rest of the world also, 
Elkholy says. 
The New Libyan facility will 
have research centers devoted 
to theoretical technology, engi­ 
neering, medicine, agriculture, 
natural resources, economics, 
strategic studies and applied 
technology as well as to the so­ 
cial sciences, the latter to be 
under Elkholy’s direction. 
Elkholy outlined the insti­ 
tute’s plans after announcing 
he has accepted a two-year con­ 
tract with the institute, which 
will come into existence July 1. 
He hopes also to retain his ties 
with NIU, however, preferring 
to spend two years in Libya and 
one at Northern on a regular 
basis. 
“ I asked what was to be my 
budget and was told there is no 
limit,” Elkholy said, relating 
the experiences of a recent trip 
to Tripoli after speaking in Cai­ 
ro to the Egyptian Academy of 
Sciences. “ I can select my own 
personnel and I was told I can 
do what I could in developing 
the center. The Revolutionary 
Council wants to build a first 
class center such as those 
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which exist now only at Prince­ 
ton or Stanford.” 
Elkholy’s center will have the 
most sophisticated computers 
and data processing equipment 
availab le, with inform ation 
banks programmed to supply 
Libyan officials with vital sta­ 
tistics for future planning. 
Already hired are a demog­ 
rapher and folklorist, but also 
on Elkholy’s académie shop­ 
ping list are a social psycholo­ 
gist, a computer processor, a 
futurist, a statistician, a cultur­ 
al 
unthropologist, 
a 
human 
ecologist, an environmentalist, 
and political science and eco­ 
nomic experts, among others. 
As with his own hiring, howev­ 
er, such specialists need not ap­ 
ply since Elkholy plans to seek 
out the best and then ask them. 
“ The minimum qualification 
is a Ph.D. and it’s not necessary 
to be Arab-born,” the NIU pro­ 
fessor notes. “ In fact, most will 
be hired from the West, pri­ 
marily 
the 
United 
States.” 
Each of the nine centers will 
start with about 15 profession­ 
als plus necessary support per­ 
sonnel, he expects. 
Once operating, the first task 
for his center is a complete so­ 
ciological survey of Libya, sim ­ 
ilar to one he conducted prev­ 
iously in the United Arab Em ir­ 
ates under a Fulbright-Hays 
grant. 
Among Libya’s national goals 
Elkholy will be concerned with 
is President Qaddafi’s desire to 
establish a philosophic and so- 
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ciological foundation for a new 
socio-economic system which 
would suit the predominantly 
Arab and Muslim Third World. 
“The m aterialistic founda­ 
tions of the West and the United 
States are collapsing as mani­ 
fested 
right 
now,” 
Elkholy 
says, pointing out current U.S. 
econom ic 
problem s. 
“ The 
Communist block’s foundations 
also are collapsing as manifest­ 
ed by R ussia’s going back to en­ 
courage personal economic in­ 
centives and economic laissez- 
faire policies. 
“ Qaddafi wants new concepts 
to suit the particular conditions 
of the Third World. ‘Why should 


we 
import 
some 
principles 
which might not suit our condi­ 
tions and which are collapsing 
in the East and W est?’ he asks. 
He wants principles suited to 
Arab conditions in the 21st cen­ 
tury.” 
Other projects his center will 
be working on include planning 
for “ m assive and intensive pro­ 
gram s of education and tech­ 
nology,” planning of new, mod­ 
ern cities, improvement of pub­ 
lic transportation and improv­ 
ing the postal system. 
Making all of this possible, of 
course, is the fact that crude oil 
in recent years accounted for 
more than 95 per cent of Libya’s 
exports, primarily to Western 
Europe. Soaring oil profits have 
made the world’s third largest 
petroleum exporter (after Sau­ 
di Arabia and Kuwait) capable 
of recruiting the best foreign 
talent available. 
Despite a population of only 
two million, a dozen states the 
size of Illinois would still not 
quite equal Libya’s vast land 
area, although very little of it is 
suitable now for agriculture, 
except in the Mediterranean 
coastal region, where, Elkholy 
notes, “The climate is unbeata­ 
ble.” 
Asked about the prospects for 
peace in the area, Elkholy says 
that on his recent trip he found, 
“There’s no spirit of war in the 
Mideast whatsoever. Most Ar­ 
abs want to catch up with this 
century. They’re not interested 
in war. Both sides—Arabs and 


Israelis—realize no one can 
gain. 
“ Libya is one of the most 
peaceful counties in the world 
and would like to create a social 
paradise, though the Western 
media have portrayed it as a 
militant.” 
A very traditional, funda­ 
mentalist country in which al­ 
cohol is not permitted, Elkholy 
notes that Libya also has an ex­ 
tremely low crime rate, with 
women free to walk through cit­ 
ies unmolested in the middle of 
the night and shops left open 
and unattended when Muslim 
shopkeepers go to mosques five 
times a day to pray. 
“ My family and 1 are very 
excited about this,” Elkholy en­ 


thuses. 
" I ’d 
like to create 
som ething 
there. 
It’s 
my 
chance to grow with the center 
and there are unlimited poten­ 
tialities to leave something be­ 
hind to humanity at large.” 
The 49-year-old sociologist, 
who has been on the NIU facul­ 
ty since 1965, leaves Illinois in 
May following Northern’s com­ 
m encem ent, then heads to 
Princeton, N .J. to teach a brief 
course for AT&T executives at 
the Western Electric Education 
Center, then to Europe and fi­ 
nally to Libya. 
A graduate of Princeton Uni­ 
versity and Al-Azhar Universi­ 
ty in Egypt, Elkholy previously 
taught at the State University 
of New York at New Paltz and 


the American University in 
Cairo. He also has been a visit­ 
ing professor at the University 
of Alberta and has received nu­ 
merous fellowships and grants 
and published extensively. 
His wife, Margaret, is a na­ 
tive of Germany whom he met 
at Princeton. They have three 
children, all born in the United 
States, Fred, 17; Deena, 13, and

Nadia, 12. All of the family will 
accompany him to Libya ex­ 
cept Fred, who will remain as a 
student at the University of Illi- 
nois.

The 
natio n’s sto ck ex changes hav e 
tem p o rarily disco ntinu ed trad ­ 
ing the co mp any ’s sto ck at the 
railro ad’s req u est. 
The dilemma seems mo re 
aweso me than the Ro ck Island 
line s ’ b id to b eco me the first 
railro ad to cro ss the Mississip p i 
Riv er in the 18 5 0s, Ro ck Island 
President Jo hn W. Ingram said 
in an interv iew Su nday . 
“Midwest railro ads are as 
im p o rtant to mid-America as 
Penn Central is to the No rth­ 
east,” said Ingram , head o f the 


Chicago , Ro ck Island & Pacific 
Railro ad Co ., the natio n’s 13th 
largest railro ad that o p erates 
7 ,5 00 miles o f tracks in 
13 
states. 
Last week, ho wev er, the U.S. 
Railway Asso ciatio n rejected 
the railro ad’s req u est fo r $100 
millio n in lo ans to ease the 
co m p any ’s finanical cru nch b e­ 
cau se the go v ernment said the 
Ro ck Island co u ldn’t assu re re ­ 
p ay ment o f the mo ney . The re ­ 
jectio n inclu ded its p rev io u sly 
ap p ro v ed lo an o f $9.1 millio n. 
The decisio n left the rail­ 
ro ad’s ex ecu tiv es dazed. The 
federal go v ernment has p o u red 
mo ney into the Penn Central, 
and Satu rday the White Ho u se 
said President Fo rd signed leg­ 
islatio n to giv e $347 millio n to 
ailing railro ads in the No rth­ 
east and Midwest.

Mounders belt Marcos

BY HON— Throughout the re­ 
cesses of the already -packed 
gy m and v icinity , much specu­ 
lation was tossed about in re­ 
gard to upcoming 
Polo-Mt. 
Morris game. Many opinions 
were ex pressed, but one in par­ 
ticular stood out. The gentle­ 
man inv olv ed stated, “ If Polo 
play s like they did last night 
(against Forreston) they ’ll giv e 
Mt. Morris all they want.” 
Like a prophecy come to 
pass, the Polo Marcos went 
through the first half with rigid 
precisio n and matched the 
highly fav ored Mounders buck­ 
et for bucket. The prophecy 
wouldn’t fulfill itself, howev er, 
as the Marcos fell to the power 
of the Mounders and lost the 
championship game of the By ­ 
ron Class A regional Tourna­ 
ment, held here Saturdav night, 
8 2-60. 
The Mounders’ game could 
best be described with the 
snowball effect: they were out- 
scored in the first quarter, but 
they increased their scoring 
more each period while reduc­ 
ing the number of Polo baskets. 
Indeed, any team that could so 
destroy the v ery good play of 
the Marcos can only be de­ 
scribed as awesome. 
Oddly enough, neither of the 
teams started the game with 
the full-court press that both 
run v ery well. Nev ertheless, 
the opening play was fast-paced 
and tense. Polo earned a good 
deal of respect as it fought back 
from the initial Mt. Morris 
jump and outscored the Mound­ 
ers 19-16. 
Both defenses were v ery 
tight, with the middle being 
nex t to impossible to penetrate. 
TTie Mounders’ Bruce Hongser- 
mier set the pace of the first-pe­ 
riod scoring when he sank two 
long shots a minute apart to aid 
his team’s 6-3 lead with two 
minutes elapsed In the nex t 
minute a basket was ex changed 
to maintain the Mo unders’ 
three-point lead. Then Polo dis­ 
cov ered the fast break. By 
picking up the pace, the Marcos 
held a slight edge on the 
Mounders. A lay -up by Mark 
Brattrud and two out of the four 
ensuing freethrows by Tom 
Clay ton gav e Polo a 9-8 adv an­ 
tage at 3:32. The lead changed 
again when Andrew Reckmey - 
er hit an outside shot at 3:17 . In 
thirty seconds the lead swung 
back to Polo when Dav e Galor 
scored from the corner and 
Clay ton sank a fast-break lay ­ 
up. Back again went the lead, 
as Hongsermier hit from the 
corner and Ron Alden tipped in 
the first inside bucket by the 
Mounders. The Marcos picked 
up the speed again. Scott Bar- 
telt hit two, from the foul line 
and from the corner off of a fast 
break, and Tim J enkins put in a 
long jumper to giv e Polo 19. 
Rich Masters sank a short 


jumper for the Mounders to 
make the first-period score 19- 
16. 
The pressure increased in the 
second as both squads snapped 
on the press. Polo was riding 
high from the first period, and 
after a first bucket by the 
Mounders, it increased its lead 
to fiv e with two from under­ 
neath by Brattrud and Clay ton. 
Now the Mounders began the 
slow, deliberate process of 
catching up. They slowed the 
game to depriv e Polo of the 
fast-break adv antage. The 
slo wer game did aid the 
Mounders as more of their bas­ 
kets were coming from the 
inside. They were masterful at 
running play s. With minutes 
gone, the Mounders were within 
a point of the Marcos as Alden 
hit both shots of a one-plus-one 
situation. Polo held its lead for 
another minute till Mark Tur­ 
ner brought Mt. Morris to a 29- 
29 tie by sinking the ball from 
underneath and hitting the en­ 
suing freethrow. 
Both teams tightened their 
hold and neither scored for the 
nex t minute. Mt. Morris’ Mike 
Marshall broke the trend with a 
lay -up at 1:45 .

Plan to extermin ó te wo lves stirs Alaskan co n tro versy 


JU N EA U , Alaska (A P) — A 
state-sponsored wolf kill is a 
sensitive topic for Alaska’s con­ 
servationist 
governor, 
Ja y 
Hammond, a former flying ex­ 
terminator who hung up his 
guns years ago. 
The wolf, an endangered spe­ 
cies in some parts of thp United 
States, appears to be thriving 
in Alaska, but a plan to shoot 


100 or more of them to protect 
a moose herd near Fairbanks 
has generated a court suit and 
bitter reaction from environ­ 
mentalists. 
A Superior Court judge was 
expected to rule this week on 
whether to stop the airplane 
hunts. 
Hammond says he has re­ 
ceived “ multitudes of letters” 


from throughout the nation pro­ 
testing the hunt. 
“ I hesitate to even talk on 
this m atter,” Hammond says, 
“ because it brings all the ex­ 
perts out of the woodwork 
shrieking their particular posi­ 
tion ... The truth of the matter 
is just somewhere in between.” 
As a predator control officer 
for the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 


Service in the 1950s, Hammond 
flew and fired on aerial hunts 
which 
took 
more 
than 
250 
wolves in seven years. 
“ There are probably as many 
wolves in Alaska now as there 
have been in the last fifty 
years,” says state game biolo­ 
gist Bob Hinman. He estimates 
the number at between 8,000 
and 10,000. 


Hammond, as a state legisla­ 
tor, was instrumental in curb­ 
ing the use of poison and 
bounties to eliminate wolves 
preying on moose, caribou and 
other game animals. 
“ Many people who ardently 
supported .ne on the presump­ 
tion that I would never permit 
a wolf to be killed in Alaska 
have peeled off,” he said.
